The winter’s course of University 
Extension Lectures, given under the 
auspices of the Lee County Lecture 
Association, closed 
Friday 
evening 
with the lecture on Emerson. 
At the 
close of the lecture Prof. Baldwin, 
treasurer of the association, made a 
very gratifying report, which showed 
that the present course had not only 
paid expenses, but, had left an addi­ 
tion of $18.28 to I he fund Of $30 or $40 
previously in 
the treasury. 
It was 
thought best not to 
have another 
course of lectures this 
winter and 
when an expression was asked regard­ 
ing a course next winter nearly every 
hand in the house was raised in ac- 
quiesence. 
Prof. Nathaniel Butler, of the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago, gave the course of 
six lectures on American Literature 
which closed last night 
with a line 
analysis of Ralph Waldo 
Emerson. 
The course has been highly inst ructive 
and entertaining and the lecturer has 
brought many new thoughts to the 
study 
of 
America’s 
loved 
poets 
and 
the 
only 
result can 
he 
a 
a deeper love for the literature of our 
country and a greater desire to draw 
from the rich fountains of ••pure liv­ 
ing and high thinking” with which 
such authors as Emerson have imbued 
their writings. 
Prof. Butler said that in Emerson 
was found the declarat ion of American 
intellectual independence: that the 
author stepped out of the beaten pat bs 
of European writers and opened for us 
a new world of nature. 
He went to 
nature instead of books for the source 
of truth and 
taught 
us 
to 
do 
likewise. 
Lowell 
said that Em er­ 
son cut 
the 
cable that held 
us 
to European thought. 
He inspired 
every 
man 
to 
behold the 
truth 
through his own eyes and not through 
the eyes of another. 
He did not be 
lteve, however, in discarding entirely 
t ie work of other 
minds: because 
there is sunshine outside we do not 
bur« our pictures of sunsets or the 
books which describe its beauty. 
He 
taught, rather, t hat every man should 
seek to know the truth for himself 
and to seek the truth wherever it can 
be found, whet her in nut nre or hooks. 
Emerson was an independent think­ 
er, but his literature was t he litera­ 
ture of power. not of knowledge; he 
taught us how to study and acquire 
knowledge for ourselves. 
It is not as 
a theologian or philosopher 
that we 
consider him. 
He is the greatest lav 
preacher that the world has ever pro­ 
duced. 
He is a teacher of the young, 
the enthusiastic, the impressionable, 
the hopeful, theoptomistic. “ The con­ 
duct. of Life” is his great theme.

thusiasm, hope and the beliet that the 
world is a good world were with him 
I underlying characterist ics.
